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Driver 
charged 
in death

A 28-year-old Romulus 
driver was arraigned Tuesday 
on charges that his vehicle fa- 
tally injured a 4-year-old Tay- 
lor girl on Sunday. Police 
officers said the suspect lost 
control of his auto, hit a par- 
ked car and veered across the 
steet, over the curb and into 
the path of the young girl. 

The driver, James Leonard 
Hoskinson Jr., was arraigned 
by 23rd District Court Judge 
Anthony Nicita of Taylor on 
charges of driving a vehicle 
while intoxicated and causing 
a death and failure to stop at 
the scene of an accident. Bail 
was set at $50,000 (10 percent) 
and a preliminary exam was 
set for July 13. 

According to Taylor police, 
Miranda Andres, 4, was riding 
her bicycle on the sidewalk ad- 
joining her Fellrath Street 
home, near Joan Street, in Tay- 
lor, when she was struck and 
killed by a car. 

Taylor Police Cpl. Steve Ur- 
dahl said both “speed and al- 
cohol” provided the fatal 
chemistry that ended the vic- 
tim’s life. 

While it was believed she 
died at the scene, the young 
girl was pronounced dead at 
Heritage Hospial in Taylor. 

Ray Andres, the dead girl’s 
father, complained that 
speeders have been using the 
roadways near his home for an 
extended period of time and 
that he has almost come to 
blows with some past motor- 
ists for endangering the lives 
of neighborhood children. 

3 nabbed 
for shooting 

Two Romulus men and a 16- 
year-old male, who will be 
tried as an adult, have been ar- 
rested and charged with being 
involved in a shootout on 
Smith Road on June 27, police 
said. 

Two different accounts were 
given to Romulus detectives 
concerning the origin of the 
shooting that injured no one, 
but damaged a parked motor- 
cyle and car. 

One story was that an argu- 
ment developed over the po- 
tential sale of the damaged 
cycle and another claimed that 
it was a drug deal gone bad, 
police said. 

The two arrested adults are 
Abu Bakr Hamilton, 21, who 
was charged with assault with 
intent to murder, and Deshon 
Maurice Dye, 22, who was 
charged with felonious as- 
sault 

Both adults were arraigned 
before 34th District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski. 
Hamilton’s bail was set at 
$50,000 cash and Dye’s bail was 
$50,000 personal bond. 

The 16-year-old also was 
charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder and bail was set 
at $50,000 cash. He is currently 
being housed at the Wayne 
County Youth Home in Detroit. 

All three were slated to 
have their preliminary hear- 
ing today in the 34tli District 
Court.

Embezzlement decision delayed

A decision on whether to 
bind former 34th District Court 
Administrator Nancy Schuette 
over for trial on embezzlement 
charges has been delayed un- 
til July 11. 

Assistant State Attorney 
General Mark E. Blumer 
stated at the conclusion of the 
preliminary exam session on 
Thursday morning at the 29th 
District Court in Wayne that 
“someone has trashed over 
1,000 pieces of evidence that 
would have shown the time 
and dates” when numerous im- 
proper voids were accom- 
plished. 

The state is charging Schue- 
tte with three counts of embez- 
zlement involving a shortage of 
$270,300 from 34th District 
Court funds. 

“We are not charging that

“The City of Romulus is not 
attempting to prohibit the con- 
struction of a disposal (well) 
facility anywhere in Romulus, 
but is seeking to limit it to a 
Manufacturing Transportation 
2 District,” specially hired City 
Attorney Stephen Winter 
stated at a recent summary 
disposition hearing before 
Third Judicial Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom. 

The printed transcripts of 
the May 4 proceedings were re- 
leased recently as both sides 
in the contested liquid injec- 
tion well battle (the City of Ro- 
mulus and Environmental 
Disposal Services) await Mor- 
com’s decision on summary 
disposition. 

Winter, an environmental 
law specialist, told Morcom, 
“The (above listed) MT2 dis- 
trict (for trucking companies, 
etc.) occupies hundreds and 
hundreds of acres in the City 
of Romulus. 

“The problem is,” Winter 
continued, “that EDS takes the 
position that it is not bound by 
any local ordinances that 
might otherwise affect the 
property, where the (injection) 
well is now located.” The well 
has been constructed on prop- 
erty on Wharman Road, just off 
Grant Road. 

Winter claimed EDS execu- 
tives also feel they are not “re-

quired to get building 
permits. ..and are above the 
law because (they) got a permit 
from the United States Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency.” 

Winter also claimed that the 
Safe Water Drinking Act states 
“they (EDS) have to comply 
with local ordinances.” 

Meanwhile, defense attor- 
ney Norman Hyman claims 
that in a recent United States 
Supreme Court decision in a 
Chicago environmental case, 
Justice (Anthony) Scalia ruled, 
“Every waste facility is regu- 
lated from the cradle to the 
grave under Resource Conser- 
vation Recovery Act, including 
a well.” 

Hyman said according to 
the state Hazardous Waste 
Management Act (usually re- 
ferred to as Act 64), “A local 
ordinance permit requirement

Judge injects humor 
into city well hearing

A brief tinge of humor 
helped climax the City of Ro- 
mulus versus Environmental 
Disposal Services court hear- 
ing on summary disposition 
May 4. 

Third Judicial Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom 
jokingly interrupted while 
EDS attorney Norman Hyman 
was discussing a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision on a 
Chicago environmental case, 
by asking “How do you think 
(the late Justice) Thurgood 
Marshall would have ruled?” 

Hyman repeated the ques- 
tion back to Morcom and the 
judge responded, “Yes, on this 
case. Would he have joined 
with the dissenters?” 

Hyman replied, “No, and I’ll 
tell you why in a minute. I 
didn’t want to get into that in 
quite these terms, but I will. 
You, you asked a leading ques- 
tion.” 

The defense attorney then 
proceeded to talk briefly about 
the Chicago environmental 
case and then stated “Now, be- 
fore I get to your question 
about Justice Marshall—” 

Morcom then interjected. 
“That was (really only) a face- 
tious question.” 

Despite Morcom’s dis- 
claimer, Hyman later added, 
“The fact is that Justice Mar- 
shall, I think we all know, felt 
strongly about exclusionary 
zoning.” 

The judge asked, “How do 
we know that?” 

Hyman added, "I believe 
that given his history, we have 
good reason to believe that.” 


Morcom continued, “Oh, you 
are not citing any particular 
case or ruling or decision?” 

Hyman said, “No, no, I 
didn’t know that I was going to 
be asked about — ” 

The judge then repeated, 
“Well, I told you it was just a 
facetious question, because I 
knew (Justice Anthony) Scalia 
was writing the opinion of the 
court” and that he (Marshall) 
would have been a dissenter.” 

Hyman said he disagreed 
saying “joining Scalia in this 
case were the most liberal jus- 
tices, if we want to use the 
world liberal, on the Supreme 
Court Bench.” 

Morcom added “Clarence 
Thomas?” 

Hyman said, “Please, let’s 
not talk about Justice 
Thomas.” 

The judge agreed. 

Hyman then continued, 
“Justice Blackman and Justice 
Ginsberg. The fact is that the 
people who joined in this opin- 
ion spanned the spectrum in 
terms of ideology.”: 

Morcom then concluded 
“Let’s move on because we 
only have 20 minutes” left.

Hyman said Act 64 also 
states clearly, “A municipality 
shall not prohibit the transpor- 
tation of hazardous waste 
through the municipality, or 
prevent the ingress or egress 
to a licensed treatment, stor- 
age or disposal facility.” 

The EDS attorney said, 
“Nothing could be clearer 
than that express language of 
Act 64. Nothing.”

Court suit

An employee with 15 years 
of service at the 34th District 
Court has charged that her ter- 
mination last October was 
“without good cause” and has 
filed suit for damages. 

She also has charged the 
court with sex and hand- 
icapped discrimination. 

Tamara Sue (Tammy) 
Riopelle, who was the former 
assistant court administrator, 
was on a paid administrative 
leave during an internal audit 
when she was notified of her 
termination as of Oct. 15, 1993. 

Ironically, Riopelle’s suit 
was filed at the same time that 
former 34th District Court Ad- 
ministrator Nancy Schuette’s 
examination on embezzlement 
charges is being conducted in 
Wayne. No charges were lev- 
ied against Schuette’s assis- 
tant. 

“Tammy has suffered and 
her children have suffered be- 
cause of her termination,” said 
her attorney Audrey Stroia of 
Southgate. “She feels that the 
people in the community are 
still viewing her as the ac- 
cused, even though she has 
been cleared of any wrongdo- 
ing. She’s told me that she 
doesn’t even feel comfortable 
shopping in her own commu- 
nity.” 

The complaint, which was 
filed against the court and 
Chief Judge Felix Rogalle by 
attorneys George Jones and 
Stroia, charges that Riopelle 
was terminated without good 
cause and also charges sex and 
handicappers discrimination. 
The plaintiff asks for damages 


laims unfair 

in excess of $10,000 for lost 
wages, fringe benefits and pen- 
sion benefits. 

Among the statements in 
the complaint are: 

• During Riopelle’s years of 
service with the court, the de- 
fendant had a policy and prac- 
tice of only terminating 
employees for good cause. 

• Riopelle performed her 
duties for the defendant court 
and reasonably relied upon 
the representations and poli- 
cies that she could not be ter- 
minated without good cause. 

Stroia, a Southgate attorney, 
said her client had been 
teased about a speech impedi- 
ment and harassed about her 
physical appearance during 
her employment with the 
court. The attorney also said 
the defendants failed to pro- 
mote her to the post of court 
administrator because of her 
sex. Instead, a male was 
named to the post, the attorney 
said. 

Following allegations of 
misappropriations, both 
Schuette and Riopelle were 
placed on paid administrative 
leaves. Schuette was termi- 
nated on Sept. 1 later charged 
in connection with the $270,000 
embezzlement. 

After a six-month adminis- 
trative leave, Riopelle was no- 
tified by Judge William Szlinis, 
who was chief judge at that 
time, that her position had 
been eliminated and her em- 
ployment with the court was 
severed. 

The Sept. 29, 1993, termina- 
tion letter noted that a re- 
placement was being sought 
for the court admnistrator’s

post. 

On Nov. 9, 1993, Riopelle 
spoke to reporters at a news 
conference to announce her 
interest in filling the vacant 
court administrator’s post. 

“I didn’t do anything 
wrong,” Riopelle said, noting 
that a polygraph examination 
confirmed that she had been 
truthful in her answers regard- 
ing the court fund embezzle- 
ment. “I am willing to continue 
to work for the people of our 
district. I, too, am interested in 
having a court with integrity 
and proper procedures re- 
garding the handing of funds 
implemented.” 

Riopelle was critical that a 
news release regarding her in- 
nocence of wrongdoing had 
not been issued following the 
completion of the investiga- 
tion. She said justice is not 
served except by a public dec- 
laration of her innocence in 
whatever wrong took place 
with court funds. 

“Tammy cooperated fully in 
the investigation, and pro- 
vided all of the records that 
the investigators requested. 
However, the agencies in- 
volved said it was not their pol- 
icy to issue a statement 
regarding her innocence,” 
Stroia said. 

Michael Ramsey was hired 
as the court administrator, 
and, according to Riopelle’s at- 
torney, the former assistant 
court administrator was not in- 
terviewed for the post or of- 
fered any other court position 
despite her more than 15 years 
of employment with the court. 

Stroia said an answer to the 
complaint is expected within a 
month from the defendants.

“Did you find a copy of the 
void receipt” questioned 
Blumer. 

Jensen said that she did not. 

“Did you make any other ef- 
fort to trace it?” the assistant 
attorney general asked. 

Jensen said that she talked 
to Judge Felix Rogalle about 
the void on March 1, the fol- 
lowing Monday. 

During the second day of 


the examination, Blumer 
asked Archbold to bind the de- 
fendant on the three charges, 
but the defendant’s attorney 
requested more time to study 
the evidence. 

Because of the voluminous 
paperwork involved in the au- 
dit and state police criminal 
investigation, defense attorney 
Marvin Blake of Dearborn 
asked that Judge Carolyn 
Archbold delay her decision 
until July 11.

Free lunches offered to children 


Summer is fun for most, but 
for some children the warm 
and hazy days of summer are 
filled with attempts to 
scrounge up food for survival. 

To help ease the pains of 
hunger, Wayne County again is 
offering a summer food service 
program for children residing 
in Wayne, Westland, Inkster, 
Romulus and Canton Towns- 
hip. 

The program will provide 
free nutritious lunches in 
areas where most children re- 
ceive free or reduced-priced 
meals during the school year, 
according to Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Edward McNamara. 

Children through age 18 and 
certain handicapped adults 
will be served at the centers. 

“Children need good nutri- 
tious food during the summer 
just as they do during the 
months when the school lunch 
program is operating,” said 
McNamara. 

The summer food service 
program will operate either 


five or six days a week. People 
over 18 who are determined 
mentally or physically hand- 
icapped by a state or local edu- 
cationai agency, and/or 
participate in public or pri- 
vate nonprofit school pro- 
grams for the handicapped 
amy also participate in this 
county-funded program. 

County officials estimate 
that each day approximately 
1,900 children, regardless of 
income, from Romulus, Flat 
Rock, Canton, Dearborn, 
Ecorse, Inkster, Lincoln Park, 
Plymouth, Taylor, Wayne and 
Westland will be able to re- 
ceive lunches at various 
schools, parks, churches and 
other locations.

In a race to the finish, who 
would you bet on - a cop pedal- 
ing a bike or a crook in a 
beefed-up car? 

But, before you place your 
bet, remember the fable of the 
tortoise and the hare. 

When Inkster Patrolmen 
Ron Neu and Ken Brown spot- 
ted something suspicious on 
Wednesday in the high-drug 
trafficking area of Carlysle Av- 
enue and Parkwood, they at- 
tempted to stop the suspect 
who, seeing the officers on 
bikes, leaped back in his car 
and took off. 

The suspect quickly zoomed 
from sight, leaving he thought, 
the two Inkster officers in a 
cloud of smoke. 

Can you visualize the star- 
tled suspect’s face when, after 
he turned a corner, one of the 
officers on the bike stood in 
the road ahead. 

Neu and Brown had taken 
up the challenge and the race, 
pedalled their bikes through 
the housing units, short-cut 
their way to an exit, thanks to 
their bikes, that they knew the 
suspect had to travel. 

The suspect was caught, 
nabbed and delivered to the 
police station. 

The Garden City man was in 


the area, Neu said, to purchase 
rock cocaine. 

The suspect was scheduled 
to be arraigned in 22nd Dis- 
trict Court on the charge Fri- 
day for violation of the Public 
Health Code, specifically, pos- 
session of a controlled subs- 
tance. 

And what were the officers 
doing on bikes? Where was 
their scout car? 

“We traded in the vehicle 
for the bikes,” Neu answered. 
“This way, we feel, we can get 
to know the residents and the 
citizens of the community bet- 
ter. 

It’s called community rela- 
tions. 

Operating out of a mini- 
police station at Middlebelt 
Road and Pine Street, the two 
officers have the respon- 
sibility of patrolling one of the 
worst crime and drug areas in 
the city if not the area. 

In this area are the Le- 
moyne and Demby public 
housing complex where drug 
dealing and use are a way of 


life, city officials and residents 
admit. 

Neu said that he hoped to 
change the way some of the 
residents look at police and 
police work. 

“What we are really trying 
to accomplish here is to show 
them that we are here to help 
and solve problems. We are 
pro-active instead of reactive - 
we are trying to network with 
the residents and citizens 
here, and I believe we are 
making a difference.” 

Neu, who has spent 23 of his 
40 years in police work, said 
that when you “approach 
someone and show them that 
you’re human, too, that you 
have some of the same feelings 
that they do, they will probably 
have an easier time accepting 
you and what you do.” 

Brown, a former Wayne Me- 
morial track star, looks like he 
could run 100 meters under 10 
seconds any time and any- 
where. And he says he “likes 
this new approach and philos- 
ophy.” 


“I have walked around the 
community and have talked to 
the residents,” Brown said. 
“We have a rapport here and 
that has helped because they 
accept and trust us. 

“When you talk to people 
when they are sitting on their 
porches or greet them while 
they are out for a walk, you get 
to know them and they get to 
know you - all that’s what com- 
munity relations is all about.” 

The bikes were purchased 
from funds awarded the Inks- 
ter Housing Commission un- 
der a drug-elimination grant, 
according to Ernestine Carter, 
the manager of the housing 
project. 

“We are very happy to see 
these officers here,” Carter 
said. “I have heard nothing but 
positive comments about them 
from our residents. I know that 
crime and drug dealing is 
down just because they are vis- 
ible. 

“And thank God for that.” 

And officers Brown and 
Neu, too.

Nine decades of newspaper 
publication ended on June 27 
when the Y psilanti Press an- 
nounced that it had published 
its last edition.

Exhibit traces bridal tradition

“Till death do us part” had 
an entirely different meaning 
for brides of the early 1800s 
whose wedding gown often 
doubled as their mourning 
dress. 

History teacher Pam Yockey 
of Canton Township is pres- 
ently aiding the Plymouth His- 
torical Museum with an 
exhibit of historic wedding 
gowns. Yockey explained that 
the color black was common- 
place for brides before Queen 
Victoria married Prince Al- 
bert wearing a white dress in 
1840. 

The exhibit “Wedding Fash- 
ions 1860-1960” display, which 
will continue at the museum 
through Oct. 30, features 
dresses spanning 100 years of 
style and material changes. 

To verify the authenticity of 
the clothing, photos, marriage 
certificates and instructional 
pamphlets adorn the bi-level 
display. 

Most of the display items 
are owned by the museum, 
while some were loaned from 
area residents, said exhibit co- 
ordinator Donna Keough. 

“The museum has very little 
money to rent exhibits so we 
rely on the generosity of 
others,” she said. “We are very 
fortunate that we have a com- 
munity that allows us to show 
their interesting things.” 

Yockey, who supplied many 
of her own gowns, head pieces 
and accessories, bought her 
first collector wedding gown 10 
years ago for $70. Today, she 
has more than a dozen in her 
possession. But as more peo- 
ple start collecting the an- 
tiques, there are fewer items 
to chose from and some of 
them are costly, she said. 

The museum display takes 
viewers through “The Greatest 
Moments in a Girl’s Life” as il- 
lustrated by Victorian artist 
Harrison Fisher: the proposal, 
the trousseau, the wedding, 
the honeymoon, the first eve- 
ning in their new home and 
their new love (a baby). 

Ways to propose have 
changed greatly over the years 
said Yockey. 

“In Ireland, the groom 
would spend all winter carving 
a wooden spoon to give to the 
girl. She would then put the 
spoon outside the door so that 
other men would know that 
she was not available,” she 
said. “It was considered very 
romantic.” 

Girls also positioned their 
hair a particular way to indi- 
cate whether prospective 
suitors were welcome or not. If 


she wore her hair up, that 
meant that she was available 
and if it were down, she was 
not. The girl’s father deter- 
mined her hair style, however. 

Engagements rings are a 
relatively new thing according 
to history books. 

“People figured you will get 
one ring, why do you need two? 
They were much more practi- 
cal and gave a watch or a 
couch,” said the local collec- 
tor. 

Wedding dresses following 
the marriage of Victoria fo- 
cused on layering. Brides 
would stand at the altar, or the 
church steps in some cases be- 
cause it was unheard of to 
bring a ceremony that in- 
volved sexual intimacy inside 
the house of God, wearing up 
to seven petticoats. By the 
early 1900s, however, it was 
customary for brides to wear 
only one petticoat. 

Dancing receptions follow- 
ing the wedding were limited 
to the wealthy since everything 
was done at home. Typically, 
the wealthy couple would at- 
tend a morning breakfast, fol- 
lowing the early-morning 
ceremony, and eat kippers, 
fish or fried kidneys until 2 
p.m. when the couple left for 
their honeymoon. 

A reception for a poorer 
couple involved a home social 
where punch and cake were 
served. 

A “bedding” ceremony fol- 
lowed the reception in the 
1600s, where the bride was led 
to the bed by her bridesmaids 
and dressed for the evening. 
The grooms men then escorted 
the groom to the waiting bride. 

While dresses and customs 
changed with every year, the 
role of the new bride in the 
household did not change un- 
til the 1940s, with the begin- 
ning of American involvement 
in World War II. Until that 
time, women were expected to 
have children and remain 
home to care for them. 

“Up until the early 1900s 
women had better have a baby 
nine months after the wedding 
because that was her duty,” 
said Yockey. “If she did not 
have a baby, or was not able to, 
she was considered an un- 
fulfilled woman.” 

Each stage in the woman’s 
life is portrayed for the public 
at the Plymouth Historical Mu- 
seum from 1 until 4 p.m. 
Wednesday, Thursday and Sat- 
urday and from 2 until 5 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Museum goers can see the 
difference from the full- 
covering dress of the 1800s to 
the tea-length wedding dresses 
of the 1950s. People will recog- 
nize that while the length of 


• The wedding band always went on the fourth finger of the 
left hand because it was considered the direct line to the 
heart. 

• Bridal attire came in two pieces, the skirt and the bodice, 
so that the bodice could be changed and worn with the skirt 
to different social events. 

• The day before the wedding, brides-to-be would receive 
guests in a room surrounded by the couple's opened wed- 
ding gifts. As a guest approached the house, the bride-to-be 
would put that guest’s present in the forefront, a place of 
importance. 

• Beadwork for wedding dresses in 1910 was made from 
gelatin because there was no plastic. It dissolved in water. 

• Brides had to be concerned about blood poisoning from 
the boning in wedding dresses. As the bride perspired, the 
metal got rusty and eventually snapped the more often she 
wore the dress. 

• The word “garter" originated in Bath, England when a man 
attended a dance party witnessed a girl tear her clothing 
which loosened her stocking. He offered her the cord rope 
from his arm on his uniform so that she could tie it around 
her leg and keep her stocking up. 

• Brides customarily changed from their wedding dress to a 
traveling suit before leaving for a honeymoon 

• During the 1700 and 1800s, the only way to prove mar- 
riage was by signing the church registry. If the church 
burned, people could say, and sometimes did, that they 
were never married. 

• Once a man put on a suit and became a land owner, he 
was considered "a voice” in the community. 

• Wedding dresses from the 1920s reflected the innocence 
of a girl. The bodice was tight to rid her of her bustline

the skirt has changed, but 
never did a bride bare her 
shoulders in a church.

Kitten Bridal shop.' 

“We custom design a lot,” 
she said. “Girls can pick what 
they want from different time 
periods and I make modifica- 
tions.”

Area residents to hear The Platters’ perform 


You may have heard the 
sweet sounds of The Platters 
on the radio, but soon area res- 
idents will have the oppor- 
tunity to see them perform live 
at the amphitheater in Wayne. 

The fabulous hit singles of 
The Great Pretender, Only You 
and Who's Sorry Now will be 
ringing through the trees in 
Goudy Park beginning at 7:30 
p.m. July 7. 

How did this fabulous group 
get started? Back in 1953, The 
Platters started out as an all 
male quartet consisting of 
Tony Williams, David Lynch, 


Herb Reed and Alex Hodge. 
Williams was introduced to 
Buck Ram by his sister, Linda 
Hayes. 

Williams brought his group, 
The Platters, to Ram for man 
agement. Ram added a 
woman-Zola Mae Taylor, 15, 
formerly with The Queens. 
When Hodge left, Paul Robi re- 
placed him in August of 1954. 

The Platters took Ram’s 
songs to the top of the charts 
and the group, under Ram’s 
musical direction and manage- 
ment, was off and running to 
international fame. 


Ram’s careful selection, 
coaching, arranging and pro 
ducing led to The Platters’ first 
recording contract with Mer 
cury Records. Once Only You 
and The Great Pretender took 
over the charts, Ram’s indeli- 
ble stamp of musicianship pro- 
ceeded onward to 16 gold 
records. 

When Williams left in 1960 
to pursue a solo career, 
Charles “Sonny” Turner re- 
placed him and remained the 
lead singer until 1970. In 1966 
and 1967 The Platters once 
again topped the charts with I 


Love You 1,000 Time and With 
This Ring. 

Monroe Powell replaced 
Turner in 1970. After 23 years 
as lead singer of the group, he 
has maintained his own 
unique style, keeping The Plat- 
ters sound Ram created in the 
1950s. Along with Powell are 
Anthony Gibson, Tony Graves, 
Priscilla Dea and James 
Hardin. 

Ram’s formula for The Plat- 
ters was to “keep it simple” 
with meaningful lyrics and 
have a group with the vocal 
harmonies to sing them. 


Traffic stop leads to drug, alcohol charges 


Danny St John of Westland 
will pay the price for making 
an illegal turn into a Canton 
Township motel and nearly 
striking a police vehicle.

He was arrested and 
seated in the police vehicle for 
driving with a suspended li- 
cense and operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence of 
liquor. 

A search of his vehicle 
turned up several empty beer 
cans and a open plastic bag 


containing several rocks of 
crack cocaine, police said. The 
man told police he had bought 
the bag from a co-worker for 


$50. 

He will appear in court on 
the drunk driving charges 
June 30.

It takes two 


The recent murder of an Inkster police officer brings 
home the terrible fear families of police officers live with 
every hour of every day. Police patrol officers put their 
lives on the line, day in and day out. And no one can 
predict when the most minor arrest or incident will place 
them in mortal danger. 

And for this, we pay them poorly, offer them little re- 
spect and hold them up to public ridicule at every oppor- 
tunity. But they keep on keeping on. 

Recent cuts in municipal funding throughout the area 
has impacted on police departments in many adverse 
ways. One results of cost cutting measures is the practice 
of having one officer in a car on patrol in some areas. 

We don’t think the risk is worth it. There must be two of 
them- always. And even then, their lives are at risk. In 
some areas, they are now riding bicycles rather than cars 
in an attempt to become more community minded. And 
that is a laudable effort-but should not even be consid- 
ered in high crime or high risk areas of our municipalities. 

We need to be very, very careful. The stress of the con- 
stant risk can have an extreme result on the psyche and 
focus of these officers. 

Our apathy can murder their attitude and their spirit as 
quickly as a weapon can take their lives. And, the death of 
their enthusiasm and their professionalism is every bit as 
devastating a loss to their family, to their community and 
to each of us, as is the loss of their life. 

We need to urge our community leaders to keep two 
officers in these cars at all times-to respect and protect 
these men. And to make a very public display of the debt 
each and every one of us owes them.
